CROPS AND WAR MAKE 1915 "BILLION DOLLAR YEAR" FOR U. S. 


THRESHinO CREW IN A WESTERN WHEAT FIELD 


WADING 
WHEAT 
FOR 


EUROPE 


For the first time in Ita history 


tho United States now lends tho 
world n» an exporting nation. Dur- 
ing tho fiscal year 1914-16 it has 
outstripped 
Groat Britain, winch 
heretofore haa hold the leading place 
in this respect. Ita favorable trade. 
balance for tho year exceeded ono 
billion dollars, establishing another 
now record. Exports of food prod- 
ucts of American production for the 
tmrno period exceeded ono and one- 
Imlf billion dollaru. 


This year the farmers of tho 


United States will harvest bumper 
crops, which in tho caso of -wheat 
and com and oats run into billions 
of bushels. Keeping paco with tho 
farmers tho manufacturers have ex- 
ported durinir tho past fiscal yoar 
manufactured products exceeding a 
billion dollars. War orders yet to 
bo filled by American industrial 
concerns total over another billion 
and may amount to two billions be- 
fore the end of the present yoar. 


With these records being rapidly 


established, tho year 1916 will be 
recorded in history as the "billion 
dollar year" for the United States. 
That such a favorable era Is at hand 
is bo mo out by the recent reports 
issued by tho various federal de- 
partments. 


E cnors — ?-l,000, 000,000. 


The Department of Apricnltoro 
reports nhow that tho wheat yiold 
for this year will approach close to 
ono billion bushels, with the value of 
the crop figured at $1,028,790,000 to 
the farmor. Corn ia credited with 
a three billion bushel crop, havine a 
farm value- of $2,300,000,000. Tho 
ont crop will total IMi billion bush- 
els. 
These three crops alone when 
harvested will have brought tha 
farmers four billions of dollars in 
round figures. 


With tho one notable exception of 
cotton, the aereaxo of which was cut 
down this year because of war con- 
ditions, all of tho principal farm 
products, such as rye, barley, pota- 
toes, hay, rice, tobacco and sugar 
show marked increases over 1914. 
The case, of the latter crop is es- 


pecially interesting as a year afro 
the graving of sugar cane and su^ar 
boots was on the decline, following 
the action of Congress in reducing 
the duty on foreign Rrown sugar, 
and providing 1M free admission 
after M*y 1, 1916. 
The war, how- 
ever, proved a life saver temporarily 
to tb* suirar producers, locking up 
the axpori supplies of Europe and 
thereby increasing prices. Follow- 
ing the lead of the American corn 
arid wheat farmers, who started in 
to raise record crops with tho Euro- 
pean market in view, the sugar 
growers in the United Statofl are 
raising a 1915 crop amounting to an 
estimated production of nearly a 
million tons, which is of record 
breaking proportions. 


One of tho interesting features 
revealed by an analysis of tho for- 
eign trade of tbo United States 
made by the Department of Com- 
merce ia that in 191C, for the first 
tinto in over a decade food product* 
exported by this country exceed tho 
value of the sumo products import- 
ed. Prior to 1000 the United States 
was a heavy exporter of foodstuffs, 
but from that date the afrricultural 
Imports exooedcd tho exports by a 
substantial balance of trade. This 
your conditions are reversed and ex- 
ports of these products exceed im- 
ports by $380,000,000 in vnlut Dur- 
ing the preceding year imports ex- 
ceeded exports of food product* by 
$110,000,000. 


Thie favorable balance of trndo 


could bo still furthet increased if 


steps wore taken to enable the 
United States to grow at homo all 
the food supplies its soil is capable 
of producing. Taking the single 


government figures show that by 
growing at homo the sugar needed 
by tho American people the trade 
balance in favor of tho United Statea 
on the exchange of food products 
would havo been increased to over 
$500,000,000. 


According to the Department of 


Commerce 
figures, 
approximately 


$163,000,000 of American money 
was expended during tho past fiscal 
year for foreign grown sugar im- 
ported into tho United States. As 
135,000,000 worth of this sugar was 
exported from this country the net 
amount expended on this score was 
$138,000,000. 
During 
the 
same 


period the United States exported 
300,000,000 bushels of wheat, which 
had a total valuation of $382,000.- 
000, at an average price of $1.28 
per bushel, the highest price at 
which expert when' has ever sold. 


SELL WHEAT TO BUY SCCAH. 


Even with this unusually high 
price of wheat, however, over 3S per 
cent of the whole sum received was 
required to pay the sugar bill. To 
grow this wheat required, at th« av- 
erage yield for the past ten years, 
over 7,500,000 acres, or practically 
one-seventh of the normal wheat 
acreage of the entire country. -If it 
wore impossible to grow sugar in tha 
United States it would be cxcusabla 
to use this large proportion of the 
wheat crop to pay the annual sugar 
bill. This, howovor, in not the cos*, 
as the United States has according 
to the Department of Agriculture 
278,000,000 acres adapted to sugar 
growing and all tbo sugar imported 
anto this country during the past 
fiscal year could have be«n grown 
on less than 2,000,000 acres of tab 
land. 


Not only doe& the policy of hn- 


portins; sugar and paying for it in 
exported wheat involve a practical 
waste of nearly 6,000,000 aews of 
American farm land but it also In- 
flicts losses in other ways inas- 
much as wheat take* away a largo 
amount of nitrogen, the most valua- 
ble element of tho soil, while tho 
conditions of sugar culture involva 
no such loss. In view of the atten- 
tion now being devoted to th« sub- 
ject of soil conservation it Is antici- 
pated by those familiar with the 
subject, that Congress will take staps 
to preserve and develop the sugar 
inlustry of tho country by continu- 
ing the duty on imported sugar in 
order to equalize wage conditions 
liere and abroad and to enable 
American farmers to expand the 
production of thii important crop.
